DETAILED ACTION 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record fails to teach or render obvious a fluid dispenser head 
including: a rotary actuator element; a dispensing orifice situated on the axis of rotation; 
and at least one guide path presenting two sections that are connected together at a 
low point, each of the two sections defining a respective extreme abutment, the two 
extreme abutments respectively corresponding to two open positions, and a low point 
corresponding to a closed position, and the two sections having slopes presenting 
inclinations or lengths that are deferent so that the two sections are non-symmetrical 
with respect to the low point. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
